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Festive Post Office 

- Service could be in a CAR PARK for Christmas 


A TEMPORARY building in one of Ely’s car 
parks could be used to accommodate the city’s 
post office over the Christmas period as the 
lease for the current building runs out next 
week. 

Bosses at Post Office Ltd have been trying to 
safeguard the future of the city’s only branch in 
High Street for months but the lease for the 
premises runs out next Thursday (November 7). 

With a decision yet to be made on whether the 
post office will - or can - relocate to inside the 
Premier Convenience Store in High Street - a 
proposed move announced earlier this year - 
the hunt is now on to find temporary accom¬ 
modation. 

And it looks like post office users could be 


forced to use a portable building in one of the 
city’s car parks unless bosses can persuade 
Lloyds to extend the lease. 

District Cllr Jeremy Friend-Smith, whose ward 
is Ely South, has described the temporary plan 
as “scandalous”. 

He said: “It is scandalous that in midwinter, 
during the busy Christmas season, customers 
may be queuing outside in the cold and wet. 

“Why has Post Office Ltd left everything so 
beyond the last minute? This will be the only 
post office counter serving the 17,000 popula¬ 
tion of Ely.” 

There have been fears for the future of the 
city’s post office throughout this year ever since 
Lloyds, which owned the lease of the post office, 


announced it wanted to re-locate to St Mary’s 
Surgery. Those plans were approved, despite 
concerns, and the Lloyds branch in High Street 
has now closed. 

Post Office bosses want to re-locate and mod¬ 
ernise the Ely branch by moving it inside the 
convenience store just a few doors along and a 
public consultation on those proposals ended 
on October 15. 

The company says it is now working closely 
with East Cambridgeshire District Council to 
make sure that a post office service is main¬ 
tained in Ely - however that may be. 

A Post Office spokeswoman said: “Lloyds 
Pharmacy gave us notice that its lease was due 
to expire and that they would then vacate the 


premises. We are currently trying to extend this 
lease for as long as possible. 

“We have consulted on re-locating Ely Post 
Office a few doors away to Premier Convenience 
Store. An announcement will be made shortly. 

“We are working closely with the district 
council to maintain post office services in Ely 
when the lease does expire.” 

Richard Hobbs, chairman of the council’s 
community and environment committee, said: 
“Post Office approached us for help with find¬ 
ing a temporary location for a mobile post office 
while they complete work on their new perma¬ 
nent site on the High Street. 

“One of these sites could be a section of a car 
park and we will continue to discuss this with 
the post office to see if it would be suitable.”

Illegal immigrants 
found at takeaways 


FOUR illegal immigrants have been 
arrested at two takeaways in Soham 
and Littleport. 

The Good Luck takeaway in Brook 
Dam Lane, Soham, and Wok This Way 
in High Street, Littleport, were both 
raided by Home Office officials last 
Thursday. 

A 32-year-old man from Malaysia 
was found hiding inside the Good 
Luck takeaway and was discovered to 
have outstayed his visa. 

Three men aged 25, 29 and 45 were 
found to have no right to be in the 
country at Wok This Way. 

All of the men were arrested and are 
in detention pending their removal 
from the UK. 

The owners of Wok This Way were 
served with a civil penalty notice for 
employing illegal workers. 

They are now liable for a fine of up to 
£10,000 per employee unless evidence

is provided that pre-employment 
checks were carried out. 

No fine was issued to the owners of 
Good Luck due to insufficient evi¬ 
dence to prove the arrested man was 
working there. 

The Government has set out plans to 
make the right to work checks easier 
for employers to fulfil in future. 

Mark Harper, immigration minister, 
said: “Illegal working encourages ille¬ 
gal immigration, undercuts legitimate 
businesses and is often associated 
with exploitation. 

“The existing illegal working regime 
isn’t simple enough; the penalties 
have remained the same since 2008 
and don’t provide a sufficient deter¬ 
rent; it is also too easy for companies 
to evade paying them. 


“New legislation will increase the 
penalties for rogue businesses, make 
it easier to enforce payment, while 
also making it easier for legitimate 
businesses to verify individuals’ right 
to work.”

£61 Om infrastructure funding may be ‘over ambitious’ 


PLANS to splash out £610 
million on transforming 
Cambridgeshire’s infra¬ 
structure - including £29 
million for a new bypass in 
Ely - may have been “over- 
ambitious”, a review has 
warned. 

Former county council 
leader Nick Clarke launched 
the massive capital pro¬ 
gramme bankrolled by bor¬ 
rowing before he lost his 
seat in May. 

But his successor has 


admitted this could be at 
risk if Cambridge does not 
secure a ‘city deal’ from the 
Government which would 
allow more tax revenues to 
be kept locally. 

The shopping list included 
£90 million for highway 
repairs, £20 million for 
superfast broadband, £29 
million for the Ely bypass 
and £77 million for chil¬ 
dren’s services, mainly 
extra school places - 
although the £30 million 


Chesterton station is 
thought to be safe. 

The warning was sounded 
in a review of the authority 
conducted by local govern¬ 
ment bosses from around 
the country. 

Writing on his blog, cur¬ 
rent council leader Cllr 
Martin Curtis said the pro¬ 
gramme may be “over- 
ambitious”. 

He said: “The big concern 
is that if we don’t get the city 
deal that we are trying to 


agree with Government, 
our infrastructure ambi¬ 
tions could be difficult to 
achieve. 

“People need to be aware 
that much of our capital 
programme is about deliv¬ 
ering infrastructure that 
will help our economy - so 
if we have to rein in our 
ambitions because the 
Government don’t give us 
the full city deal, we will 
have to slow down infra¬ 
structure development.”

Young woman 
killed in crash 


TRIBUTES have been paid to 
a young woman who was 
killed in a car accident on the 
A10. 

Tania Macedo, 25, of 
Welland Place, Ely, died when 
she was involved in a three- 
vehicle collision near Broad 
Baulk, between Little 
Thetford and Stretham, at 
about 7.45pm last Wednesday. 

Tania was a front-seat pas¬ 
senger in a blue Honda Civic, 
which was being driven by a 
43-year-old man from Ely. 

The driver was arrested on 
suspicion of driving while 
unfit through either drink or 
drugs following the accident 
and has now been bailed 
pending further enquiries. 

He suffered a serious but not 
life-threatening injury, 
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according to police. 

A 3-year-old girl, believed to 
be Tania’s daughter, was in 
the back of the vehicle at the 
time and also suffered a seri¬ 
ous but not life-threatening 
injury. 

Paying tribute to Tania on 
Facebook, Ricardo and Carla 
De Pina said: “RIP Tania. A 
daughter lost her mum, a 
mum her daughter and her 
family a loved one. May the 
angels be with you Tania.” 

One of Tania’s neighbours, 
who did not want to be 
named, said: “I didn’t know 
Tania but I heard about the 
accident and didn’t think for 
one minute it’d be someone 


who lived in our street. 

“It’s devastating and my 
thoughts are with all her fam¬ 
ily and friends.” 

The other vehicles involved 
in the collision were a blue 
Renault Megane and a silver 
Volvo. The driver of the Volvo, 
a 34-year-old man, was unin¬ 
jured. 

Two passengers in the vehi¬ 
cle, a 38-year-old woman and 
a 7-year-old boy, both from 
the Ely area, suffered minor 
injuries. The driver of the 
Renault, a second 43-year-old 
man, was uninjured. 

The man arrested has been 
bailed until December 19. 

Police are urging anyone 
who witnessed the accident, 
or anyone with any informa¬ 
tion, to call them on 101. 


Homes and school left without a phoneline

After investigations it was 
found that a new section of 
around 80m of cabling was 


needed to carry out this 
repair. The repairs were 
completed by Saturday.” 

Steve Dunlin, network 
manager at King’s Ely, said 
telephone lines in School 
House and Queen’s Hall were 
affected. He said that 
because it happened during 
the school’s half term, 
disruption to the school and 
pupils was minimal.

Whoa... hold your horses 

MR Woolard’s reply to my ‘silly’ letter about the 
Konic horses at Wicken Fen, is, as usual, long on 
opinion and supposition, but (as ever), lacking in 
facts. 

My light-hearted repost to him was merely a way 
of highlighting the absurdity of his ‘concerns’. 

I merely posed the question: can Mr Woolard 
furnish us with any statistics about the number 
of attacks on people by wild horses in the UK? 
And is the public in greater peril at Wicken, than, 
for instance, in the New Forest, on Dartmoor or 
Exmoor (or indeed, on Soham common where a 
number of horses roam freely)? 

The problem is, that without any factual 
evidence to back his claim, his ‘concerns’ may be 
interpreted as yet another example of the kind of 
ill-informed invective which he frequently 
directs against the staff and trustees of Wicken 
Fen. 

If any members of the wider public are interested 
in leaning more about the Konic horses (and 
their role in land management at Wicken), may I 
suggest that they contact the Grazing Manager at 
Wicken. 

The photograph Mr Woollard supplied shows 
Konic horses displaying natural behaviour. It is 
taken, I believe, from Wicken Fen’s own website. 
The reserve rangers also hold guided tours for 
visitors who wish to see the horses in their 
natural habitat. If you do manage to glimpse one 
you will be fortunate, as the Konics are extremely 
illusive and wary of contact with humans. 

These tours are closely supervised, not so much 
to protect the public from potential attack, but to 
protect the horses from disturbance by the 


public. 

Finally, as a former horse keeper himself, Mr 
Woollard must surely be aware that many more 
people are killed or injured by domestic horses in 
this country than by wild ones.

Other options for bypass 

I WRITE in response to Mr Giblett’s 
extraordinary rude letter published on October 
17. People can and do have views opposite to his 
own. 

As for explaining why Mr Maddison and Ely 
Crossing Action think the southern bypass will 
spoil the view, this is easy. The proposal is to 
build 1.7km of new road with almost a kilometre 
of this raised up over the river and railway line 
which at its highest point will reach 10.4mabove 
the fen. This combined with two roundabouts 
and other associated lighting and signage will, I 
think you’ll find, be quite noticeable. Not only 
will this mini-motorway be a blot on the 
landscape, it will also encourage traffic, the 
noise from which will be spread over Ely and its 
environs all hours of the day and night. 

Sadly, despite destroying the views and 
countryside to the south of Ely it will not 
improve the area around the station where 
pedestrians and motorists perform a precarious 
interchange daily. The scheme does not actually 
solve one of the key elements of the Ely Crossing 
Problem: bridge strikes. The extended road and 
viaduct would add significantly to journey times 
to the station from the east so the decision has 
been taken to keep the underpass open for local 
traffic. In the scheme the underpass will be 
reduced to one carriageway controlled by 
signals. This will generate queues. Over-height 
vehicles will still attempt to use this route 
beneath the low bridge, signage hasn’t stopped 
them so far! Should they miss the option of the 
bypass turn on the roundabout they will no 
longer have the option of the level crossing. 
Lorries finding themselves on the approach to 
the underpass will need to back out. 

Unlike Mr Giblett I am not convinced that the 
Southern bypass is best for Ely. There are other 
options, we should explore them and choose the 
best one.

Why cycle ban is illogical 

MY view of the facts regarding the enforcement 
of the cycle ban on trains between Ely and 
Cambridge are as follows: 

■ The ban was enforced with no period of notice 
whatsoever; the delivery delay on a new 
Brompton folding bicycle is about six weeks. 

■ Greater Anglia have committed to providing a 
3,000-space secure cycle storage facility at 
Cambridge station, so that cyclists can leave 
their cycles safely, rather than having to take 
them on the train. The cycle ban has been 
enforced without this facility yet being available. 

■ The ban has been enforced illogically. Trains 
such as the 07:48 from Ely (on which a ban is 
enforced) arrives at Ely empty and therefore with 
adequate space, because it comes directly from 
the depot. Meanwhile the 07:21, which comes 
from Kings Lynn, arrives reportedly packed to 
the gunwales and yet may be used by cyclists as 
no ban applies. 

A significant part of the problem is Waterbeach 
station. The section of the route between Ely and 
Cambridge is extremely busy and requires extra 
capacity. 

All trains need to be eight cars long during the 
rush hour. Unfortunately, because Waterbeach 
will accommodate only four-car trains, trains 
stopping at Waterbeach are restricted in length. 

If Waterbeach platforms were longer, trains 
would be able to link/divide at Ely instead of at 
Cambridge. This would then permit longer trains 
on the busy Ely to Cambridge section, while the 
shortened trains operating north of Ely could 
probably still cope, as a big percentage of 
passengers do not travel north of Ely.

Work together, commuters! 

I LIVE in Ely, within walking distance of the 
station. For over 15 years I worked in Cambridge. 


At the beginning taking my bike on the train 
was not a problem but by the time I retired in 
2008, full-size bikes were not allowed on the 
early trains. I was already leaving my bike at 
Cambridge station, having rented a rack from 
Station Cycles. I am now working part-time 
again in Cambridge and can’t afford to rent 
another rack. I find that getting my bike on the 
8.57 train difficult. Not only because there are 
lots of people doing the same thing, but also 
because it is a busy train. I sympathise with 
people who say that the bikes get in the way and 
that they can cause a safety hazard. Right on 
both accounts, but what are we to do? Before 
someone suggests a folding bike. I can’t afford 
one. 

My views on how the bike issue should be 
approach are as follows: 

Both the bikers and non-bikers should join 
forces and lobby the train companies for better 
facilities. One answer as far as First Capital 
Connect is concerned is to put the additional 
carriages (which go on at Cambridge) on at either 
Littleport or Ely. 

I recently travelled on a Cambridge to Norwich 
in the afternoon. It was an old style train which 
had a carriage of which a good third was for 
luggage and bikes. Great. That is what is needed, 
two on these on really busy trains. In a region 
where bikes are widely used, such provision 
should have been considered when the new 
trains were designed. I can hear murmurs about 
loss of revenue if space is taken up by bikes. But 
how much is safety worth? and those who may 
have to take a later train (at a cheaper fare) so as 
to take their bikes, are likely to get on the earlier 
train thereby paying the full fare. 

We are encouraged to keep our cars at home 
and to save the NHS money by keeping fit but not 
a lot is done to make sure that we can. 

In the meantime, a bit of patience on both 
sides would be good, after all we all have to get to 
work one way or another! For my part I leave my 
bike at Cambridge Station when I can find a free 
rack.

He joined double gold medallist 
wheelchair athlete Hannah Cockroft and 
Paralympian Sam Ruddock at an event in 
the Houses of Parliament last week. 

The event, organised by disability 


charity Scope, was part of its ‘Britain 
Cares’ Campaign, which is calling on the 
Government to ensure that more than 
100,000 disabled people do not lose out 
on vital social care support which enables 
them to live independent lives. 

The Care Bill will be debated for the first 
time over the coming weeks. 


Sir Jim said: “I was delighted to meet 
with Hannah and Sam, and to learn about 
how important the issue of good social 
care is. 

“One third of care users are working- 
age disabled people and social care must 
support them to live fulfilling, independent 
lives.” 


Contentious trust 
chosen for school 


AN education trust is one step closer 
to running Ely’s new primary school 
- despite being under investigation 
by the Government. 

Cambridgeshire County Council’s 
cabinet met on Tuesday to decide 
which organisation it wants to spon¬ 
sor the new school in North Ely. 

Members chose the Barnfield Schole 
Academy Trust as its preferred spon¬ 
sor - despite being aware that the 
Hertfordshire-based organisation is 
currently being investigated by the 
Department for Education (DfE) and 
the Skills Funding Agency. 

The academy trust was one of six 
education providers that applied to 
the council to run the new school, 
which is due to open next September. 

The other applicants were the Active 
Learning Trust, the Elliot Foundation, 
CfBT, the Diocese of Ely Multi 
Academy Trust and Schools Company 
Ltd. 

The council’s executive director for 
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children, families and adults recom¬ 
mended that members chose the 
Barnfield Schole Academy Trust, say¬ 
ing in a report that the organisation 
had demonstrated “the greatest 
understanding of the local context in 
which it would operate”. 

They added it that it had shown 
“experience in setting up schools in 
sometimes challenging environ¬ 
ments”. 

David Harty, cabinet member for 
education and learning, told the cabi¬ 
net the council had learned of the 
investigation only after an assessment 
panel had made its decision. 

He said: “While I remain confident 
that the panel was right to select 
Barnfield Schole Academy Trust as 
their preferred sponsor... There is a 
possibility that the Secretary of State 


may decide not to enter into a funding 
agreement with the trust by December 
12, 2013.” 

Cabinet agreed that should that hap¬ 
pen, The Active Learning Trust would 
become their alternative preferred 
sponsor. 

The Barnfield Federation, one of the 
trust’s members, runs eight schools 
and colleges in Luton and 
Bedfordshire, and is currently under 
investigation over its finances and the 
way “it manages learners”. 

Stephen Hall, one of the federation’s 
two interim chief executives, said the 
investigation was “broad-ranging”, 
adding: “The way in which we manage 
our learners is an area of concern.” 

Among MPs worried about the trust 
is Nadine Dorries, Conservative MP 
for Mid Bedfordshire, who said she 
had been “extremely concerned” by 
information she had discovered. 

The final decision now lies with the 
Secretary of State. 


Woman cut free from car 
which crashed into ditch 


Former GP surgery boss 
accused of £100k theft 


A WOMAN had to be cut 
free from her vehicle after it 
crashed into a ditch. 

Emergency services were 
called to the collision in 
Station Road, Wilburton, at 
around 8.30pm last 
Wednesday (October 23). 

Police, fire crews and par¬ 
amedics arrived to find the 
vehicle in the ditch and its 
driver, a woman believed to 
be in her 50s, trapped 


inside. 

Specialist cutting equip¬ 
ment was used to free the 
woman, who was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital, 
Cambridge, by ambulance. 

A spokeswoman for the 
East of England Ambulance 
Service said: “The woman 
was taken to Addenbrooke’s 
for further treatment. She 
was not believed to be seri¬ 
ously injured.” 


A FORMER doctor’s surgery 
manager is accused of 
stealing more than £100,000 
from her employers. 

Yvonne Bartram, 51, the 
former manager of St 
George’s Medical Centre in 
Littleport, is alleged to have 
stolen £102,405 belonging 
to the partners of the medi¬ 
cal centre, in Parsons Lane, 
between lanuary 1, 2007 
and December 31, 2010. 


Bartram, of Wisbech 
Road, Littleport, is also 
accused of stealing 200 tab¬ 
lets of Pergolide Mesilate, 
worth £200, belonging to 
the centre on October 19, 
2010. 

She was due to appear at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court last Thursday (October 
24) but did not attend. The 
case was adjourned until 
November 7.

bypass 
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A PUBLIC consultation enabling people to 
speak up over Ely’s Southern Bypass plans 
ends today (Thursday). 

Proposals for the contentious, multi-million 
pound bypass were formally submitted last 
month by Cambridgeshire County Council. 

The plans are for a 1.7km single carriageway 
road between a new roundabout near the sew¬ 
age works on Angel Drove and a new rounda¬ 
bout near the allotments on Stuntney 
Causeway. 

It will cross the railway by means of a 104m 
long two-span bridge and the River Great Ouse 
and floodplain by a 300m six span viaduct. 

On completion of the bypass, the level cross¬ 
ing on Station Road will be closed to road traf¬ 
fic and the existing underpass will be changed 
to one-way signal-controlled with improve¬ 
ments for cyclists and pedestrians. 

Exhibitions have been held as part of the 
council’s consultation process. 

It is anticipated that the application will be 
reported to the county council’s planning 
committee around the New Year.

Captain Lovell talked to the young¬ 
sters and answered their questions, 
which included: “Were you scared 
when you came back?” to which he 
replied: “I was scared before I came 
back. After I landed I was very happy 
that I was back on the water and our 
spacecraft didn’t sink.” 

Another child asked: “How does it 
feel in space?” He replied: “It is actu¬ 


ally very comfortable when you get 
used to it.” 

Sue Spooner, head at The Lantern, 
said: “This was such an unexpected 
and fantastic opportunity for our 
children. 


“Captain Lovell was fantastic with 
them and I am sure it will live long in 
their memories.” 

Captain Lovell’s adventure began 
when the spacecraft lifted off on 
April 11, 1970.

Glow in the dark 
path film gets 6k 
hits in 24 hours 

A GLOW in the dark path in Cambridge 
which is the first of its kind in the 
world has become the star of a film. 

The path across Christ’s Pieces has 
created a media storm since it was 
completed earlier this week and now 
Cambridge Filmworks have produced a 
promotional film about the 
masterpiece. 

The illumination comes from 
ultraviolet particles in the pavement 
which absorb energy during the day 
and release it as light overnight. 

It is hoped the technology could one 
day replace street lamps as a cheaper 
and more energy efficient form of 
lighting. No mains power is required. 

The trial, which is being carried out 
by Surrey-based Pro-Teq Surfacing 
with the city council’s permission, saw 
the luminous particles laid on top of 
the existing path and then sprayed with 
a protective film. 

Cambridge Filmworks, which is run 
by Adam Giles, from Ely, and Richard 
Millen, from Hemingford Grey, used a 
time-lapse camera to capture the 
process. 

Richard said: “Many of the 
broadsheets and tabloids have picked 
up on the story and the video’s gone 
viral; in fact in 24 hours the film had 
over 6,000 views on YouTube.”

Junction is set 
to be improved 


A “DANGEROUS” junction in 
Ely is one step closer to being 
made safer thanks to persis¬ 
tent residents and council¬ 
lors. 

Worried residents have been 
calling for safety improve¬ 
ments at the junction where 
West Fen Road meets 
Downham Road for years. 

They say pedestrians, 
cyclists and motorists’ lives 
are being put at risk when 
using the junction, which is 
opposite a tight bend, and 
that a mini roundabout 
should be built. 

But thanks to locals’ persis¬ 
tency and support from the 
City of Ely Council, 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council highways has now 
drawn up a plan for improv¬ 
ing the junction which it says 
will make it safer. 

The proposed scheme does 
not involve building a mini 
roundabout but would see

being widened and extended 
- and a ‘pedestrian refuge’ 
being created within it. 

Susan Whitbread, who lives 
in nearby Chiefs Street, has 
been calling for safety 
improvements at the junction 
for some time. 

She said: “The sharp bend 
opposite the junction makes 
it extremely difficult for 
motorists and cyclists to see if 
anything is coming when 
they turn.

MP passes petition calling 
for fairer rural funding 


MP Sir Jim Paice has passed a 
petition demanding fairer 
Government funding for rural areas 
to Graham Stuart MP, Secretary of 
the Rural Fair Share Group. 

The Rural Fair Share campaign’s 
petition totalled more than 19,000 
signatures from 119 
constituencies. 

It was signed by 35 South East 
Cambridgeshire residents and will 
form part of a wider campaign 
drawing attention to the disparity 
in rural funding. 

The Government’s funding 
formula for local authorities means 
rural councils receive about 50 per 
cent less money per person than 
urban councils. 

The petition opposes the 
Government’s planned freezing of 
this inequality for the next six 
years, and instead calls for the 
funding gap to be reduced in 
staged steps by at least 10 per 
cent by 2020. 

Mr Stuart said: “The campaign 
will bring together members of 
both Houses of Parliament, along

with organisations, community 
groups, and individuals concerned 
about the welfare of our rural 
communities. 

“It will also help MPs who 
represent the countryside to do a 
better job of making our case 
about the needs of rural areas.”

Warning as fraud 
calls continue 


POLICE are re-issuing a 
fresh warning over a 
scam in which a fraud¬ 
ster pretends to be a 
police officer. 

Officers believe the 
crook targets elderly 
people and call on land¬ 
lines late at night or early 
in the morning. 

The warning comes 
after six people reported 
receiving such phone- 
calls in Cambridgeshire 
in just one night. 

In the scam, the caller 
claims a criminal has 
been arrested with a 
substantial sum of 
money on them and a list 
of names and addresses, 
including the victim’s. 

The phoney officer 
then advises the victim 
to call their bank using a 
number on the back of 
their bank card, or the 
police on 101. The victim 
hangs up but the caller 
does not and the call is 


not terminated. 

As a result and without 
realising it, the victim 
starts talking to the 
fraudster again, think¬ 
ing they have called 
their bank or the police. 

Following a conversa¬ 
tion, the offender claims 
he will need to examine 
the victim’s bank card 
and will also need their 
PIN number as it might 
be compromised. 

The caller says he will 
send a courier to collect 
the card before a smartly 
dressed man arrives at 
the victim’s home. The 
card is then taken and 
the PIN number used to 
withdraw cash. 

Inspector Steve Poppitt 
said: “Banks will never 
ask for your PIN number 
over the phone and you 
should never give it out.”

proving to be controversial. 

But Phones 4 U’s plans were just 
as contentious and were rejected 
by East Cambridgeshire District 
Council - mainly over issues with 
the proposed signage. 

Speaking at the time, conserva¬ 
tion officer Lorraine Brown said: 
“The large expanse of red, whether 
timber or not, is not appropriate in 
this location. 

“It will be visually dominant 
within the street scene and will 
neither preserve nor enhance the 
character or appearance of the 
conservation area. Officers have 
worked hard to raise the standard 
of signs within Ely city centre.” 

Giles Hughes, head of planning at 
the council, echoed the officer’s 
concerns and rejected the propos¬ 


als, telling Phones 4 U that its sig¬ 
nage would be a “strident and 
incongruous feature” in the High 
Street. 

The company has now submitted 
revised signage proposals, includ¬ 
ing one non-illuminated fascia 
sign and one non-illuminated pro¬ 
jecting sign. 

To date, Phones 4 U’s plans have 
proven contentious among locals. 

Richard Piccaver, from Little 
Downham, said: “The last thing 
Ely needs is another mobile phone 
shop. Losing the post office is bad 
enough but losing it to a Phones 4 U 
is awful as there’s a mobile phone 
shop just yards down the High 
Street.” 

The final decision lies with the 
district council and could be made 
within eight weeks. To view the 
plans or to have your say, visit 
www.eastcambs.gov.uk.

Wrapping up 

for the winter 


I LOOKED out on my patio a few days ago 
to see a pelargonium I planted back in May 
coming into flower yet again, at a time when 
most of my summer pots have been emptied. 

Despite a lot of rain, it's been a mild Octo¬ 
ber, and this may lull many of us into a false 
sense of security about how long we leave it 
before offering our plants some protection 
from the winter chill. 

As I live in a frost pocket, the pelargonium 
is going to come under cover soon. If you 
have pots of pelargoniums (bedding gera¬ 
niums) which you want to enjoy next year, 
put them inside too, in a light, frost-free 
place such as a slightly heated greenhouse, a 
sheltered porch next to the house or an un¬ 
heated spare room or conservatory, cutting 
them back to 10cm (4in). Don't expose them 
to warm central heating or they'll just wilt 
when you put them out next year. 

Fuchsias, which lose their leaves entirely 
and spend winter looking like bare sticks, will 
need the same treatment. You'll hardly need 
to water them at all until growth resumes in 
spring, at which point you can repot them 
into John Innes No 2 potting compost and 
harden them off before placing them outside 
when the risk of frost has passed. 

Marguerites (Argyranthe-

mums) will also not stand any frost and are 
best dug up and potted, cut back by half 
and kept in a dry, cool, frost-free place that 
has sunlight through the winter, like a cool 
greenhouse. Water them sparingly to keep 
their roots dry until spring, when you can 
start to water them more frequently. 

If your garden has a Mediterranean theme, 
you're likely to need to protect other vulner¬ 
able plants, such as cannas, olive trees, gin¬ 
ger lilies and dahlias, which may not survive 
winter frosts. 

Leave dahlia tubers in the ground until the 
foliage has been blackened by frost, which 
may be as late as November, then cut the 
plants down to around 15cm (6in) from the 


ground and dig up the tubers. Shake off the 
soil, wash the tubers and turn them upside 
down so the moisture drains out of the 
hollow stems. When they've dried off, hang 
them in nets in a shed or store them in stack¬ 
ing trays with plenty of holes for ventilation. 

Cannas need to be cut down before winter 
and mulched heavily, or dug up and put into 
pots only slightly bigger than their ball of 
roots, filling the gaps with compost, and kept 
in a frost-free place, ideally under the staging 
in a greenhouse. 

Other plants that form tubers such as 
ginger lilies are best dug up at the end of 
the season, the top growth cut off with 
secateurs and then the tubers stored until 
spring in dry potting compost in a cool, frost- 
free place like a garage or shed. They can 
be planted out next year when all danger of 
frost has passed. 

Pots of tender exotics such as citrus, palms 
and oleander which have graced your patio 
in summer will need to be moved back under 
cover, either into a cool conservatory or 
frost-free greenhouse, and will need to be 
watered sparingly throughout the winter. 

If your tender plants are simply too big 
to move, then wrapping them in hessian or 
horticultural fleece may be the answer.
